The  landscape  Is  becoming  unrecog- 
nizable with  such  a  conglomeration  of 
dwelltng  places,  such  numbers  of  men 
and  traction  engines  and  much  indes- 
cribable roads.  This  huge  camp  will 
stretch  through  the  districts  of  Durring- 
ton,  Larkhill,  Fargo  and  Rollestone.  It 
will  provide  quarters  for  the  colonial 
troops,  cavalry,  infantry  and  artillery, 
and  will  include  ,'13,000  Canadians  and 
Newfoundlanders  and  25.000  Australians. 
in  all  about  60,000  men  and  13,000 
horses,  it  is  Intended  to  be  a  New 
Year's  gift  to  the  fighting  forces  of  the 
colonies. 

Many  and  great  difficulties  have  been 
encountered  in  carrying  through  so  vast 
a  scheme.  Terhaps  the  great  achlev.  - 
ment  is  the  construction  of  a  five  mile 
railway  from  Amesbury  siding  to  the 
camp.  This  Involved  crossing  a  stream 
and  marsh  land  of  the  River  Avon,  and 
fourteen  days  were  occupied  in  build- 
ing a  girder  bridge  of  latticed  steel  140 
yasds  in  length,  the  piles  of  which  in 
many  places  had  to  be*  driven  ninety  feet 
deep.  This  line  runs  right  through  to 
the  site  of  the  Australian  camp,  and 
this  morning  107  truck  loads  of  material 
reached  camp  by  this  single  line,  whlel* 
is  to  be  doubled  for  purposes  of  food 
supply.

AMSTERDAM.  Dec.  2.—There  is  a  re- 
port that  apartments  are  again  being 
prepared    for    the    Kaiser   in    Antwerp. 

Trouble  Is  brewing  between  the  Ger- 
man and  Belgian  authorities  there.  The 
Germans  are  annoyed  at  the  impossi- 
bility of  obtaining  the  payment  of  the 
fine  of  £2,000,000  (lin.ooo.OOO)  which 
they    imposed   on   the  city. 

The  loesl  authorities  have  made  It 
plain  that  they  will  pay  only  in  return 
for  a  solemn  understanding  that  the 
German  army  authorities  will  not  only 
refrain  from  all  further  commandeering 
of  any  kind  In  Antwerp,  but  will  pay 
cash  and  a  proper  price  for  all  stores 
they  may  requisition.  This  the  Ger- 
mans will  not  do,  and,  as  the  Belgians 
argue  that  any  other  course  Is  contrary 
to  the  stipulations  agreed  upon  when 
the  city  was  surrendered,  a  deadlock 
has  arisen.

Although  so  far  Take  Jonesco's  atti- 
tude, both  while  Premier  and  after,  has 
been  what  is  called  In  diplomacy  "cor- 
rect," his  nephew,  Victor  Jonesco,  secre- 
tary of  the  Roumania  Legation  at  Paris, 
has  not  been  so  reticent.  In  fact,  his 
statements,  added  to  the  circumstance 
that  be  lias  never  been  rebuked  from 
Itucharest,  has  caused  Kurnnean  chan- 
cellories to  believe  that  VUMor  Jnirsni 
was  the  mouthpiece  of  the  Roumanian 
Gov  ernmi  in. 

Was   a   Xohenaollern 

Just  before  King  Charles  died,  on 
October  H>,  he  was  reported  to  have 
stated  at  a  Cabinet  meeting,  at  which 
the  Members  were  urging  intervention  In 
support   of   the  Allies: 

"I  am  a  Uohenzollern,  and  our 
pledges  to  the  German  Emperor  to  ob- 
serve neutrality  must  stand..  even 
though     nn     enlarged     kingdom     might 

result   from    our    intervention." 

Although  the  late  King  had  already 
obtained,  at  the  beginning  of  tho  war, 
the  assent  of  his  Government  to  strict 
neutrality,  the  Cabinet  before  long  re- 
gretted Its  action,  and  the  country  Itself 
became  enthusiastically  in  favor  of  the 
Allies,  Demonstrations  were  held,  and 
Austrian  and  German  flags  were  burned 
publicly  In  front  of  the  palace.  Amidst 
suoli  Scenes  the  King  breathed  his  last. 
Since  his  nephew.  King  Ferdinand, 
ascended  the  throne,  with  a  new  Cabi- 
net antlrly  devoid  of  the  pro-German 
element,  tin-  Government  and  people 
have  been  more  In  accord,  end  it  was 
only  deemed  a  tiuestlon  of  time  and  op- 
portunity When  Roumania  would  enter 
the  war  on  the  side  of  the  Allies. 

The  opportunity  came  before  the  time 
was  ripe.  When  Turkey  entered  the 
war  at  the  end  of  October  Roumania  was 
In  the  midst  of  her  negotiations  with 
Italy  In  regard  to  the  balance  of  power 
In  the  Balkans,  and  it  was  even  said 
that  Reumanla  was  awaiting  Italy's 
move. 

Italy's  interest  in  the  Balkans  pre- 
cludes h  dominating  Slavonic  or  «ler- 
manlc  Influence  there,  particularly  oa 
the  shore*  of  the  Adriatic.  The  Rou- 
manians are  not  Slavonic,  but  Latin,  al- 
most as  much  so  as  the  Italians.

A  TOWN  ix  liFLGll'M.  Dec.  2.— If 
the  troops  of  the  Kaiser  are  to  reach 
Calais  by  December  lu.  they  have  a 
v.rv  busy  nine  days  in  front  of  them. 
In  spile  of  all  the  statements  to  the 
effect  that  the  Germans  are  retiring  on 
the  line  between  Dlsjnude  and  the 
coast,  many  are  not  yet  convinced  that 
Gey  will  depart  without  making  an- 
other attempt  to  break  through.  What 
may  be  said  is  that  the  longer  they  de- 
lay the  harder  their  task  will  be.  As 
ii  is.  the  German  heavy  guns  have  dis- 
appeared from  the  firing  line,  in  all 
probability  because  the  mud  is  fast 
making  it  impossible  to  move  the  heavy 
pieces  in  haste.  Now  the  Allies  have 
only  ihe  lighter  artillery  to  face,  and 
this  is  particularly  active  only  at  in- 
tervals. 

Recently  the  German  artillery  began 
with  extraordinary  buddenness  a  terri- 
fic bombardment  of  the  French  en- 
I- 1  nehments.  They  started  about  7 
o  clock  In  the  evening  and  kept  it  UP 
till  nearly  midnight.  From  a  consider- 
able distance  it  was  possible  to  seethe 
flashes  which  occurred,  probably-  at  the 
rate  of  twenty  per  minute,  and  to  hear 
the  incessant  booming.  Along  the  rest 
<M    the  line   the  German  guns  were  quiet. 

French  batteries,  most  excellently 
concealed,  replied  with  less  violence, 
but  with  considerably  more  precision. 
I'he  eo.uinuous  flashes  gave  away  the 
Uerman  positions,  and  the  KrerAh  ar- 
tillerymen went  about  their  work  coolly 
hiw.  steadily.  Next  day  showed  that 
some  German  guns  had  been  silenced. 
This,  little  Incident  served  to  show  how 
erratic  is  t Le  foe  with  whom  the  Allies 
have  to  deal,  and  it  is  because  the  Her- 
mans do  not  hesitate  to  attempt  the  im- 
possible that  even  .yet  there  may  be  a 
renewed  attempt  to  break  through  the 
IJixmude-XLeuport    line.

bardment  early  in  the  war,  and  but  for 
the  general  European  conflict,  which 
compelled  Austria  to  send  her  troops 
against  Russia,  must  have  fallen  an 
easy  prey  to  Servla's  big  neighbor.  Ap- 
parently Austria  miscalculated  the  na- 
ture of  the  Servian  opposition,  and  only 
after  Bosnia  was  invaded  did  she  send 
a  sufficient  force  against  the  Servians 
to  drive  them  back  .Now  they  are  be- 
ing forced  backward,  and  are  eagerly 
looking  for  the  advance  of  the. Russians 
into  Hungary  to  afford  them  relief. 
Struggle  in  Poland 
Russia  has  been  sending  Cossack 
raiding  parties  through  the  Carpathians, 
with  the  object  of  diverting  Austria's 
attention,  but  the  Dual  Monarchy  seem- 
ingly is  determined  to  finish  with  Servia 
first. 

This,  however,  is  only  a  small  affair 
compared  with  what  is  going  on  in 
North  Poland.  There  the  German  army, 
which,  with  the  aid  of  reinforcements, 
succeeded  in  escaping  from  the  ring  the 
Russians  had  forged  around  it,  has 
formed  a  new  front  and  at  some  points 
has  resumed  tile  offensive.  The  Ger- 
mans assert  that  in  this  series  of 
manoeuvres,  by  which  they  were  able 
to  check  the  Russians,  they  have  hiade' 
80,000    prisoners. 

The  Russians,  on  the  other  hand, 
in  a  statement  issued  through  Rome,  say 
their  captures  greatly  exceed  this  num- 
ber. All  agree  that  the  losses  have  been 
very  heavy,  and  that  the  battle  still  is 
undecisive,  as  it  probably  will  be  for 
some  days. 

For  a  moment  the  Allies  are  some- 
what disappointed  that  the  realization 
of  a  great  Russian  victory  is  denied 
them.  They  take  some  consolation  in 
the  fact  that  the  German  attempt  to 
pierce  the  Russian  lines  has  failed,  and 
that,  suffering  from  heavy  losses,  the 
(rermans  are  compelled  to  weaken  their 
armies  elsewhere. 

The  Russian  report  tonight  says  that 
the  fighting  has  lost  some  of  its  vio- 
lence, and  Indicates  some  progress  for 
the  Russian  troops  south  of  Lodz.  It 
is  officially  reported  that  the  Russians 
are  "nearly  in   Cracow." 

Western  Situation 

While  there  is  every  indication  that 
another  hig  battle  Is  Imminent  in  tho 
"West,  there  is  no  evidence  that  it  ac- 
tually has  begun.  There  has  been  fight- 
ing In  Flanders,  but  this  doubtless  is 
the  result  of  an  attempt  by  the  Allies  to 
take  some  advanced  positions.  There 
are  also  reports  that  the  Germans  have 
evacuated  several  villages  on  the  Tser 
Canal  and  are  concentrating  on  new  po- 
sitions. 

The  British  have  taken  over  command 
of  the  Yser  region,  and,  like  the  French, 
have  been  strongly  reinforced.  It  is 
believed  that  on  the  first  slgr,  of  a  Ger- 
man movement  to  the  east  In  any  con- 
siderable force  the  Allies  will  take  the 
offensive  In  the  West.

— Officers  Invalided 
homo  from  the  front  say  there  are  at 
present  about  I ,tV00  British  officers  and 
men  suffering  from  frozen  feet  in  the 
base  hospital*  in  and  about  Boulogne. 
Fully  1,000 -of  this  number  may  hav,» 
one  or  both  feet  severed,  owing  to  th« 
deadening  of  the  nerves,  which  makes 
futile   all   attempts  at   treatment. 

Chilblains,  frostbite  and  feet  alto- 
gether frozen  have  been  depleting  the 
ranks  worse  than  bullets  and  shrapnel 
ever  did,  iind  onco  a  man's  foot  la 
frozen,  he  Is  through  as  far  as  light- 
ing Is  concerned  for  the  rest  of  tho 
war.

The  new  Vancouver  elevator,  which  la 
being  built  to  handle"  the  wheat  of  the 
Prairie  Provinces,  which,  It  Is  antici- 
pated, will  flow  to  Kurope  via  the  Pan- 
ama Canal  and  to  the  Orient,  will  be 
thoroughly  modern  in  every  respect. 
The  elevator  will  have  a  capacity  of 
1,250,000  bushels.  Of  this  amount  about 
900,000  is  storage  and  the  rest  is  in 
the  working  house.  The  elevator  will 
be  constructed  in  such  a  manner  that  It 
can  be  enlarged  to  meet  the  growing 
trade.

The  teams  became  unmanage- 
able, 'the  terrified  horses  plunging  In  all 
directions,  and  a  wild  struggle  with  the 
frightened  animals  occupied  some  min- 
utes, whilst  the  enemy's  fire  Increased 
In  violence.  "1  got  my  gun  limbered  up 
all  right,"  Sergeant  Sullivan  wrote  to 
his  brother,  "and  started  off,  Just  kick- 
ing myself  with  glee  to  think  we  were 
to  get  safely  away  with  her,  when  a 
shell  dropped  In  front  of  the  leaders, 
and  they  dashed  Into  some  barbed  wire 
fencing.  Such  a  tangle-up  you  never 
saw — horses  kicking  blue  lights,  the 
drivers  struggling  and  swearing;  a  glori- 
ous mixup,  like  a  blinking  German 
sausage;  I  thought  it  was  all  up  with 
my  gun.  But  you  think  hard  when  the 
next  second  you  may  be  In  heaven,  and  I 
quickly  got  to  work  to  sort  out  the 
pieces,  as  It  were."  From  other  sources 
we  learned  that  this  process  of  "sort- 
ing out  the  pieces"  Involved  great  dar- 
ing and  coolness  under  incessant  shell 
fire,  Sergeant  Sullivan  disentangled  the 
frightened  team  steadily  whilst  the  en- 
emy    advanced    swiftly     and      pounded

HOTOX   HEAD   LIOJtTS 


Our  attention  has  been  directed  to  the 
danger  attending  the  use  of  very  bright 
head-lights  on  motor  ears,  especially  In 
tbi  city  and  Its  Immediate  environs.  The 
powerful  electric  lamps  are  blinding  to 
approaching  vehicles,  and  serious  acci- 
dents have  only  narrowly  been  averted, 
if,  indeed,  they  may  not  actually  have 
occurred,  by  reason  of  their  use.  In  the 
country  the  same  danger  does  not  exist, 
but  it  is  questionable  if  even  there  very 
powerful  lights  are  needed;  but  We  are 
not  going  to  raise  any  question  on  that 
point  because  undouht, -dly  u  very  bright 

hi  on  a  country  road  is  often  an  ex- 
cellent thing. 

In  cities  and  in  places  where  the 
Streets  are  lighted  there  Is  really  no 
deed  Of  a  head-light  at  all,  and  the  side- 
lights are  quite  sufficient.  In  Detroit, 
which  is  Hi,-  great  motor-manufacturing 
city  or  America,  a  city  oTfflnhhce  re- 
quires  that  the  head-lights  shall  be  ex- 
tlngished  while  ,-i  ear  Is  within  the  city 
limits,  and  we  are  told  the  same  rule  is 
enforced  in  other  American  cities.  Wo 
are  now  speaking  of  high-powered  electric 
head-lights,  which  ran  be  turned  on  and 
Off  without  any  inconvenience,  Lights 
of  other  kinds  are  not  so  objectionable. 
In  the  absence  of  any  regulation  cover- 
ing the  matter,  we  suggest  to  all  motor- 
ists, using  high-powered  electrl,  head- 
lights, thai  they  shall  make  it  their  rule 
to  extinguish  them  when  they  are  on 
lighted  streets  or  anywhere  that  traffic 
is  at   all   heavy, 


per  cent.  Britain  with  300,000  men  In 
her  expeditionary  force  has  lost  60,000 
of  all  ranks  according  to  the  latest  com- 
putation. This  would  represent  twenty 
per  cent  or  a  similar  proportion  of  loss 
sb  the  Germans  suffered,  without  ac- 
counting for  the  number  of  wounded 
who  are  returning  to  tho  front  after 
hospital  treatment.  In  making  a  com- 
parison of  this  character  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  ever  since  the  British 
expeditionary  army  became  engaged  it 
has  been  flffhtlng  against  odds,  the  Ger- 
man generals  using  every  endeavor  to 
obey  the  Instructions  of  the  Emperor 
and  wipe  out  "French's  contemptible  lit- 
tle army." 

France  has  approximately  2,000,000 
men,  or  half  her  available,  force  in  tlje 
field  and  of  this  number  it,  Is  said 
500,000  have  been  killed,  wounded,  or  are 
missing.  This  represents  twenty-five 
per  cent,  but  It  is  possible  that  the 
number  of  French  casualties  do  not 
exceed  400,000  as  no  reliable  estimate 
has  ever  been  given  out  officially.  What- 
ever way  the  losses  of  the  different 
armies  engaged  are  computed  it  is  evi- 
dent that,  proportionately  speaking,  the 
amount  of  bloodshed  is  greater  than 
in  any  previous  war.  Statistics  of  the 
past  show  that  of  those  who  are  en- 
gaged in  battle  one  out  of  every  eight 
is  either  killed,  wounded  or  arc  missing, 
whereas  In  the  present  war  the  percent- 
age is  nearer  one  In  five.  This  phase  of 
present  day  warfare  indicates  that  tho 
armies  which  can  eventually  bring  up 
the  largest  reinforcements  arc  certain  of 
victory,  and  it  goes  a  long  way  towards 
explaining  the  Insistent  demands  of  Lord 
Kitchener  for  men,  and  still  more  men 
until   the  enemy  la  crushed.

Another  bl{ch  In  the  negotiations  in 
COntfection  with  the  proposed  Johnson 
Street  bridge  linn  occurred!  Thin  would 
appear  to  definitely  postpone  tho  erec- 
tion of  the  Htruoturu  until  such  time  as 
financial  conditions  iwiprow.  The  B.  C. 
Electric  Company,  whicli  had  promised 
to  b«conne~a  party  to  the  arrangement 
and  to  iontribute  960,000  towards  the 
cost  \>t  the  structure,  has  definitely 
notified  the  city  that,  until  such  time 
as  conditions  improve,  It  will  not  become 
a  party  to  the  joint  arrangement  under 
which  the  city,  the  Provincial  (iovern- 
nient,  the  C.  P.  R.  and  the  B.  G.  Elec- 
tric Company  were  to  join  In  the  erec- 
tion and   financing  of   the  enterprise. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Go  ward,  local  manager  of 
the  company,  stated  yesterday  that  the 
company  feels  that  at  present  it  cannot 
make  any  contribution  to  the  cost  of  the 
hiidg-e  structure.  The  company  does  nut 
Intend  to  withdraw  from  tthe  arrange- 
ment, and  later  will  carry  out  the  pro- 
posed arrangement.  But  at'present;  In 
view  of  the  unsettled  financial  condi- 
tion on  account  of  the  war,  rind  the 
necessity  for  curtailment  In  outlay,  the 
Johnson  Street  bridge  project  must,  so

THE  GERMAN 


Word  has  been  received  from  Ottawa 
authorizing  the  commencement  of  re- 
cruiting in  British  Columbia,  of  two  ad- 
ditional battalions  for  overseas  service. 
The  work,  according  to  authentic  in- 
formation, will  begin  without  delay.  It 
will  be  necessary  first  to  perfect  or- 
ganisation, after  which  applicants  will 
he  received.  Thoue  who  have  the  mat- 
ter in  hand  are  confident  that  there  will 
be  little  trouble  in  securing  the  men 
wanted  in  this  Province.  In  fact,  ;.l- 
though  the  machinery  has  not  yet  been 
started,  there  have  been  a  large  number 
of  young  men  make  inquiries  both  at 
the  Willows  and  at  Work  Point  with  a 
view  to  enlistment  within  the  past  few 
days. 

School?  of  training  for  officers  are 
being  held  constantly  at  the  local  head- 
quarters under  Capt.  Smith.  Certifi- 
cates, It  is  understood,  have  been  for- 
warded those  Vancouver  representatives 
who  tried  an  examination  a  fortnight 
ago  and  were  successful.  The  Victoria 
men  who  went  through  a  course  for 
captaincies  have  Just  finished  their  final 
test,  and  the  results  will  be  known  in  a 
short  time.  Subalterns  now  are  being 
trained,  and  the  eagerness  with  which 
those  who  hold  commissions  provision- 
ally are  entering  Into  their  work  Is  a 
Striking  Indication  of  their  desire  to 
acquire  the  qualifications  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  go  to  the  front  as  soon 
as  possible.

Thrilling  Adventure  of  Victorian 
in  South  Seas  When  Scharn- 
horst  and  Gneisenau  Bom- 
bard Society  Islands, 


When  the  Herman  cruisers  Gneisenau 
and  Scbariihorst  bombarded  Papeete,  the 
chief  town  of  the  Society  Islands,  Mr. 
H.  Parnell,  of  this  city,  who  has  a 
residence  at  Rocky  Point,  was  visiting 
there.  He  was  staying  at  the  principal 
hotel,  which  is  situated  practically  on 
the  waterfront,  and  rescued  his  baggage 
as  the  shells  fell  at  different  points  in 
the  community.  After  interviewing  the 
commandant  with  a  view  to  engaging  u. 
boat  to  hasten  to  Piji  for  the  purpose 
of  telegraphing  the  news  away  in  the 
hope  that  the  Australian  fleet  might 
be  within  reach,  Mr.  Parnell  joined  the 
icsidents  in  their  hurried  evacuation  of 
the  town  to  the  hills.  He  had  been  un- 
able to  influence  the  authorities  to 
carry  out  the  plan  ho  had  in  mind  and. 
not  despairing  of  carrying  it  out,  he 
i.tl'eied  to  put  up  all  bis  spare  cash  to 
charter  a  boat  to  make  the  dash.  Xo 
one,  however,  could  be  induced  to  assist 
in  the  venture  and  Mr.  Parnell  was 
forced  to  take  refuge  in  a  cave  until 
the    visitors    had    departed. 

Mr.  Parnell  tells  the  story  of  his  ex- 
dltttig    experience    as    follows: 

"My  idea  U;is  to  slip  off  in  a  boat 
to  Fiji  and  reveal  by  wireless  the 
whereabouts  of  the  Scharnhorst  and  the 
Gneisenau,  to  the  cruisers  Australia  and 
Sydney,  which,  having  taken  Samoa, 
were  in  those  unices,  if  this  had  been 
done  the  Australia  nnd  the  Sydney 
would  bays  been  .ibie  to  chase  the  Ger- 
mans to  Chilean-  waters,  as  it  was 
known  they  were  going  there,  and  the 
recent  engagement,  which  resulted  in 
the  sinking  of  the  Monmouth  and  the 
Hood  Hope  miu'lit  not  have  gone  SO 
badly   against   u.s." 

After  explaining  that  he  took  this 
question  up  with  tho  commandant  ami 
others  without  success,  Mr.  Parnell 
says; 

"I  began  to  realize  that  it  was  time 
to  remove  my  baggage  tile  hotel' being' 
right  on  tin-  wacrfront,  nnd,  as  the 
shells  were  exploding  all  about  the 
place  ion  yards'  or  so  down  the  street, 
One  could  feel  (hai  the  hotel  might  be 
struck  at  any  minute.  On  the  out- 
skirts of  the  town  I  met  a  couple  of 
A  ust  nil  In  ns  also  retreating  from  the 
tOWn  which  was  being  evacuated.  Again 
I  suggested  getting  off  with  the  news, 
and  this  time  a  I'anish  captain,  who 
hud  a  schooner  in  the  harbor,  joined 
us.  He  offcreil  his  boat,  .but  explained 
that,  if  we  wished  to  go  out  while  the 
cruisers  were  still  outside  we  would 
have  to  purchase,  her,  as  she  might  get 
hit.  I  at  once  produced  the  |500  or 
|K00  Which  1  had,  but  he  wanted  $2,000. 
One  of  the  Australians  said  it  could  be 
done,  as  they  had  the  balance  required 
at  the  bank,  but  he  doubted  whether  It 
could  be  obtained  while  the  bombard- 
ment lasted.  I  told  him  it  could  by 
applying  to  the  governor  of  the  Island. 
But   the    Australian   was    rtot   willing 

"On  leaching  the  last  of  the  ranches 
up  a  mountain  road,  to  which  fugitives 
and  refugees  were  pouring  in  hundreds, 
With  their  families  and  carrying  house- 
hold effects  of  all  sorts,  I  secured  the 
services  of  a  guide  and  a  porter.  The 
guide  told  me  he  knew  of  a  fine  cave  a 
few  hours  walk  further  on  and,  after 
wading  the  river  eight  times  and  over- 
coming mud  swamps  and  heavy  under- 
brush, the  trail  being  hardly  dis- 
tinguishable, we  reached  the  bent  ridge 
of  a  mountain  which  completely  shut  us 
off  from   the   sea. 

"The  guide  showed  me  a  shallow 
cave  beside  the  river.  He  did  not  tell 
me  there  was  a  better  one  quite  near. 
He  must  have  wanted  me  to  And  It.  I 
did  And  It  some  bourn  later  and  hid  my 
money  In  It,  and  In  various  other  places, 
whilst  the  porter  bad  gone  off  looking 
for  oraoges.  He  returned  'unsuccessful.' 
I  also  had  been  out  looking  for  food  or 
fruit,  but  there  was  nothing.  Realis- 
ing that  there  waa  no  food  to  be  got 
I   lay  down   to  rest." 

Tn  concluding,  Mr.  Parnell  explains 
how  he  spent  a  considerable  time  with- 
out sustenance,  of  how  eventually  one 
of  bis  attendants  returned  with  the 
good  news  that  the  German  ship*  had 
left  without  attempting  a  landing,  and, 
best  of  all,  with  s  good  supply  of  food 
and  drink.

An  Army  Norse 

Among  the  many  nurses  who  went 
to  the  front  when  war  was  declared 
was  Miss  Hawkins,  formerly  in  Queen 
Alexandra's  nursing  service  in  India. 
On  the  declaration  of  war  Miss  Hawkins 
attached  herself  to  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance Association,  and  In  ten  days  was 
on  her  way  to  Brussels.  On  her  return 
early  in  November  she  told  her  ex- 
periences to  Evelyn  Millet,  representa- 
tive of  the  Lady's  Pictorial.' 

As  is  the  way  of  professional  people 
She  has  not  as  much'  to  say  about 
her  own  work  as  readers  would  have 
been  glad  to  learn  but  her  story  Is 
an  Interesting  one,  and  shows  to  those 
who  have  imagination  that,  however, 
carefully  the  nurses  may  have  controlled 
their  feelings,  they  must  have  felt 
anxiety   if  not   actual   fear: 

"1.  left  England."  said  Miss  Hawkins, 
"on  August  10  with  a.  party  of  r'otty- 
c-ne  for  Brussels.  Crossing  we  were 
Stopped  once  by  a  British  cruiser,  who, 
after  a  .  con  versa  Hon  by  signals,  let 
us  proceed;  we  readied  Brussels  that 
evening.  At  the  station,  motors  were 
waiting  to  take  us  to  the  Hotel  Metro- 
pole,  and  we  had  to  pass  through  a 
crowd  of  qiiiet.  expectant  people,  who, 
to  our  btahful  astonishment,  cried,  'Vivo 
les  Anglais.'  The  next  few  days  were 
spent  going  to  the,  Belgian  ftsd  Gross 
to  arrange  about  our  work.  Great  prep- 
arations had  been  made  by  the  Belgians 
for  their  wounded  soldiers,  time  and 
money  spent  without  stint.  The  Queen

There 
was  much  delay,  and  we  had  stopped 
nursing-,  i  had  been  the  truest  all  this 
time    of   one   of    the    principal    Belgian

splendidly  the  Belgians  bote  themselves 

through  all  this  terrible  time.  They 
helped  the  poor  and  nursed  the  sick, 
"ne  evening  at  the  service  at  the  Carme- 
lite Ohur<i%  German  soldiers  rushed  In, 
drawing  their  bayonets  noisily,  and 
searched  fot"  a  man  they  had  seen  soil- 
ing newspapers.  Yet  all  newspapers  were 
sold  constantly  though  each  vendor  knew 
It    was  at    the   risk   uT  bis  llf^.  ' 

"It  was  the  6th  of  October  before  the 
nurses  were  actually  sent  away.  They 
went  by  way  of  Cologne.  At  Minister, 
which  the  party  reached  In  the  early 
morning,  they  were  given  »  warm  meal 
by  the  German  Red  Cross.  The  journey 
to  neutral  territory  was  uneventful,  but 
we  read  that  "at  all  the  brldgea  we  had 
to  close  the  windows,  and  on  the  plat- 
forms our  jfiinrd  always  surrounded  us; 
passing  over  the  Kiel  Canal,  we  bad  n 
German  in  each  carriage  and  the  blinds 
drawn.  Oh  the  whole,  we  were  well 
treated  by  the  German  soldiers;  what 
struck  me  about  their  appearance  was 
ttiat  they  were  so  stout  and  solid,  but 
we  heaved  a  sigh  of  Intense  relief  when 
we  breathed  the  free,  pure  air  on  Danish 
territory.  A  short  Journey  by  boat  and 
train  brought  us  to  Copenhagen,  where 
we  Stopped  a  few  nights  and  received 
the  greatest  kindness.  The  following 
little  verse  was  addressed  to  the  British 
surgeons  and  nurses  passing  Copen- 
hagen on  their  way  from  Belgium: 

"  'Bllent  we   bid  you  welcome, 

in    silence   you    answered   our  greeting. 

Because  our  lips  must  be  closed 

And  your  teeth  are  set  against  the  gale, 

Our  mouths  are  mute, 

Our  minds  are  open. 
We  shall  greet  you   farewell   in  silence,

The  opening  of  the  new  Normal  School 
in  Victoria  is  tin  •  •.  ,nt  oT  great  im- 
portance to  all  its  citizens.  Perhaps 
the  first  advantage  that  v.-!!!  occur  lo 
mothers  is  thai  it  Will  '"'  '»'  longer 
necessary  to  send  their  girls  of  seven- 
teen or  i-ltiii  away  from  home  in 
order  to  obtain  professional  training  as 
teachers.  This  Is  something  for  which 
most  of  them  win  be  very  grateful,  it 
is  quite  early  enough  to  send  a  girl  to 
live  among  strangers  when  she  takes  a 
position  as   teacher,   most  of  us   think. 

Perhaps  this  is  a  selfish  way  of  look- 
ing at  things,  for  we  arc  ail  hoping  that  ] 
many  sjiris  from  the  Surrounding  dis- 
torts ns  well  as  from  the  cities  of  the 
Northern  Mainland  Will  attend  the  Nor- 
mal   School    In    Victoria.        Such    schools 

cannot   be   established    everywhere,   and 

some  iritis,  and  boys,  too,  must  leave 
Hofhe  tO  finish  their  education.  Yet  we 
cannot  be  blamed  for  feeling  pleased 
that  WS  van  kee>,  nor  young  people  with 
us  a  year   longer, 

Those  who  will  attend  litis  school, 
whether  they  go  from  their  own  homes 
or  board  in  the  city,  arc  to  lie  envied 
The  situation  of  the  school  Itself  Is 
idejil  and  its  equipment  fas  excellent,  in 
these  days  when  we  are  all  learning  that 
every  girl  should  have  a  training  in 
those  arts  which  make  a  woman  a  com- 
petent housekeeper,  it  will  lie  learned 
with  satisfaction  that  domestic  Balance 
will  Troni  the  first  have  a  place  on  tlia 
curriculum  Of  ihe  new  Normal  School, 
and  that,  it  Is  hoped  that  before  long 
teachers  can  graduate  here,  as  at  Mac- 
fionald,  Guelph  and  Toronto,  In  domestic 
science 

In  the  opening  term,  however,  what 
will  he  aimed  at  will  be  a  thorough 
training  in  th;-  art  of  teaching  and  In- 
struction In  the  principles  that  under- 
lie it.  Young  men  and  women  will  be 
taught  that  it  Is  essential  to  study  chil- 
dren, it  is  true  that  teachers,  like 
musicians  or  painters,  are  born  and  nut 
made.  Yet  no  one  has  ever  contended 
that  the  artist  should  not  seek  to  find 
the  best  masters  or  Uml  the  mechanic 
should   not    serve   an   apprenticeship. 

In  all  countries  where  civilisation  has 
advanced  to  any  degree  of  perfection 
normal  schools  have  been  established, 
in  our  own  Province  the  first  institu- 
tion for  the  training -of  teachers  was, 
through  the  wise  liberality  of  the  Van- 
couver School  Board,  located  in  that 
city,  the  building  being  given  to  the 
Government  for  that  purpose. 

Now  It  has  been  considered  wise  to 
establish  a  second  centre,  and  we  may 
congratulate  ourselves  that  Victoria  has 
been  chosen  for  Its  site.  There  Is  much, 
that  Victoria  women  can  do  in  «  social 
way  to  make  the  city  a  happy  place  for 
the  students  who  gather  here.  We  roust 
remember  that  if  young  people  find  a 
happier  home  in  Vancouver  than  in  Vic- 
toria, or  one  in  which  they  can  live  more 
economically,  those  whose  parents  do  not 
live  here  will  go  to  the  Normal  School 
in  the  Terminal  City.  If,  with  our 
greatly  superior  natural  attractions  and 
the   very   f!ne  building   which   will   open

Since  the  Hamburg-American  liner 
Saxonia  ,vas  interned  on  Puget  Sound, 
While  on  her  way  rrom  Victoria  to  the 
Orient  and  Germany,  reports  have  been 
current  that  she  would  be  offered  f.>r 
sale  with  others  of  the  big  German 
fleet  seeking  refuge  in  American  port.*, 
a.s  it  wan  assumed  the  emergency  ship- 
ping law  passed  by  the  United  States 
Congress  opened  the  way  for  purchase 
by  American  capital,  but  evidently  tin- 
German  Hue  is  unable  to  dispose  of  lis 
fleet,  even  if  it  were  so  inclined.  Agents 
of  the  Hamburg-American  Line  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  have  received  from  New- 
York  detailed  Information  as  to  how 
the  German  steamship  corporation  is 
looking  after  Its  big  army  of  exiled 
workers,  as  follows: 

Employees  called  to  the  colors  havo 
been  paid  In  full  until  October  1.  Thoso 
not  called  have  been  paid  until  August 
31.  Dating  from  September  1,  salaries 
of  J400  and  less  per  annum  remain  un- 
altered. Those  above  J400  have  been 
reduced  from  5  to  6  per  cent  Salaries! 
of  married  employees  called  to  the  col- 
ons are  paid  to  their  families.  Thoso 
married  and  not  called  do  not  suffer  any 
reduction  of  salary  Unless  the  amount 
reaches  $450.  A  bonus  of  6  per  cent  for 
each  child  under  sixteen  is  paid  to  an 
aggregate  of  20  per  cent. 

Crews  of  captured  ships  detained 
abroad  have  been  paid  two-thirds  of 
their  wages  up  to  August  31,  and  from 
that  date  on  they  receive  two-thirds  of 
their  reduced  wages.    *  Married  seamen 


and  workmen  laid  off  on  account  of  the 
war  who  have  three  months'  service  re- 
ceive $2.25  a  month  and  $1.50  a  month* 
for  each  child  up  to  a  maximum  of  $7.59 
a  month.  Those  having  served  mor.. 
than  one  year  receive  $3.75  a  month  anil 
$2.50  for  each  child  up  to  a  maximum 
of  $12.50.  The  same  amounts  are  paid 
to  families  of  seamen  and  ^workmen 
called  to  the  colors.  Wives  and  chil- 
dren of  seamen  held  prisoners  abroad 
are  paid  one-half  of  the  salary  that  may 
be  due  the  men. 

The  Hamburg- American  Line  has  con- 
siderably increased  its  contributions  to 
I  lie  various  benevolent  and  indemnity 
funds  already  organized  for  the  benefit 
of  its  workmen,  seamen  and  their 
widows  and  orphans.  Up  to  the  present 
these  extraordinary  payments  hav.; 
reached  $12,000.  Arrangements  havo 
been  made  to  shelter  free  in  various 
homes  maintained  by  the  company 
families  of  employees  called  to  the  col- 
ors or  men  made  homeless  by  the  war. 
The  extraordinary  expenses  entailed  by 
the  upkeep  of  its  staff  during  the  war 
is  costing  the  Hamburg-American  Line 
about  $300, 00<>.

We  were  told  we 
had  done  well,  but  at  what  cost! 

"Karly  next  morning  we  moved  back 
three  miles,  and  lust  as  it  was  getting 
light  It  started  'raining'  again.  Truly 
they  ate  marvellous  at  finding  where  we 
er*.  «\>  got  behind  a  hank..  My  chum 
said  to  me,  'They  don't  mean  to  give  ua 


valor    of    the    German    soldier    not    up 
to   their  expectations. 

"My  company  was  advance  guard 
when  we  ran  into  the  Pomeranian  Ger- 
"man  Guard  Jaegers,  who  were  en- 
trenched at  the  entrance  of  the  village. 
We  were  in  front  and  started  the  fun. 
They,  however,  did  not  wait  for  the 
bayonet,  and  either  gave  themselves  up 
or  shammed  dead,  and  we  took  about 
sixty  prisoners,  besides  killing  a  good 
few."  Of  the  battle  of  the  Aisne  he 
writes; 

"Wo  crossed  the  Aisne  on  Sunday, 
September  13,  and  came  in  for  the 
usual  'Angclus'  of  sh-ell  fire  at  6  o'clock. 
Nc'xi  morning  began  the  battle  of  the 
Aisne.  We  had  a  great  tintn  of  it  with 
the  rifle  fire  from  people  wc  could  not 
see,  and  Shrapnel  and  'Jack  Johnsons' 
or  'Black  Marias.'  the  big  high  explo- 
sive howitzer  shells.  I  got  hit  In  tho 
arm  about  noon  .and  got  into  the  dress- 
ing station  about  4  p.  m..  just  as  our 
colonel  was  brought  in  dead.  Our 
house  was  shelled  the  next  morning  at 
6  o'clock,  and  we  had  no  time  to  get 
anything;  left  swords,  revolvers  and 
everything.  I  am  nt  present  on  light 
duty  at  St.  Tjazaire." 


DEVASTATION  AND  RUIN 


Letter   Trout    Belgium    Describes   Actions 

of    German,    Pillaging    Villages — 

Must    Lodge    Enemy 


The  devastation  and  misery  that  the 
Germans  arc  causing  In  Belgium  Is  well 
iilnstralod  in  a  letter  from  an  inn- 
keeper to  a  friend  in  England,  appear- 
ing in  .The  Daily  Telegraph,  It  r«£tta 
as   follows: 

"Wc  have  had  our  full  share  In  tlie 
miseries  caused  by  this  sinister  war. 
Here  Is  our  sa(j  story:  Wo  left  Bierllet 
:in,l  arrived  nt  Blankenbcrghc  on  Mon- 
day at  2  o'clock,  and  went  directly  to 
the  hotel,  Which  was  occupied  by  258 
soldiers.  U'e  went  to  the  bureau',  where 
we  found  an  officer  With  a  blue  h,  li,,ei 
on.  This  officer,  alas:  was  not  the  l  ,,m- 
mander.  so  we  had  to  go  and  find  the 
real  one,  and  we  were  sent  to  the  Kx- 
ilslur,  where  he  has  his  apartments. 
At  the  door  of  the  hotel  we  met  the 
burgomaster,   who  took  u.s   i..  bis  office 

to    (ill    lis    what    bad    happened. 

"Friday,  the  i«th.  i,e  said,  at  7  o'clock 
,,t  nlghl  i',,',u  Gifinans  came  to  Blank- 
enberghe,  demanding  lodgings.  The 
authorities  showed  them  the  board 
.school  ami  the  casino,  bit   they  saw  the 

hotel,  arid  said  liny  found  that  It  would 
be  preferable  to  billet  all  together  and, 
despite  the  proicstu lions  of  lite  bnrgo- 
mastcr,  they  entcrotl'tho  hotel.  That 
is  his  story.  After  this  be  took  us  to 
the  commander,  who  was  vers-  dry  in 
his  manner,  but  polite,  lie  'allowed' 
us  to  sleep  in  our  rooms.  The  keys  of 
the  cellars  be  kepi,  and  would  not  let 
us  look  ftfttr  our  own  affairs.  After- 
wards we  went  Into  the  hotel  lo  sec 
and  compile  a  list  of  the  damages  that 
had  been  made  The  state  of  tlie  house 
was  apphlllug  I"  see.  Three  companies 
had  passed  through  there,  but  the  first 
had  left  the  rooms  like  filthy  stables. 
Tiny    also     force, 1    Open     the    trunks    left 

by  strangers, 

"The  second  compoiiy  was  ft  little  bet- 
ter, and  had  to  clean  Up  On  part)  after 
the  others,  whom  they  described  us 
swine.  The  third  company,  whom  we 
found  at  the  hotel  on  arriving,  were 
the  old  soldiers  of  the  German  army. 
They  were  very  polite,  nnd  after  three 
days  they  ga.ve  us  the  keys  of  the 
rooms  next  to  the  office.  Kive  of  the 
first  company  had  slept  there.  They 
shoved  the  beds  about  and  brought  In 
two  straw  mattresses.  All  ihe  cup- 
boards had  been  forced  open.  The  In- 
ventory of  the  damaged  goods  amounted 
to  100,000  francs.  This  consisted  of 
disappeared  merchandise  and  linen,  the 
"destroyed  kitchen  utensils,  damaged 
furniture,  etc. 

"Then  the  night  U0fOF«  last  we  learnt 
that  the  soldiers  would  be  leaving  the 
hotel  (Tor  we  were  living  and  sleeping 
at  the  ISxoelsior).  Ro  away  we  wont 
to  the  hotel,  and  found  thni  the  news 
was  true.  So  we  quickly  shut  all  the 
doors  and  gathered  and  put  away  the 
various  souvenirs  we  found.  We  were 
able  to  Bleep  content,  being  rid  of  these 
sodden   loafers. 

"Next  morning  we  started  to  put  our 
house  In  order,  and  after  our  first  din- 
ner at  the  hotel  the  burgomaster  ar- 
rived with  the  admiral,  who  Uvea  at 
the  Hotel  de  l'Ocean.  He  name  to  tell 
us  that  we  had  to  lodge  J00  marines, 
not  in  the  rooms,  hut  In  the  big  halls 
on  mattresses,  and  the  officers  in  the 
rooms,  nnd  that  we  would  put  seals  on 
the  cellar  doors.  So  today  we  are 
awaiting  our  new  lodgers.  Wt;  took 
away  anything  of  value  left  In  the 
hotel,  together  with  the  pictures.  .  . 
It.  Is  the  sixth  day.  We  hear  cannon, 
but  today  they  sre  not  quite  so  strong 
as  usual.
